Strike of the Garment Workers, and the

The great garment worker’s strike 
inaugurated overa week ago by the 
United Brotherhood of Tailors, is daily 
assuming larger proportions. The 
participants now number nearly 40,000 
and at the present writing the strike 
threatens to involve all of the import- 
ant manufacturing cities of the East. 
Philadelphia, Brooklyn, and Newark 
garment workers have already quit 
work, and the strike leaders in this 
city state emphatically that the tailors 
of Boston, Syracuse, Rochester ana 
other industrial centres will follow in 
line with their fellow wo:kers here. 
Should this prediction be fulfilled, do, 
000 men and women would become 
idle and the industry would be almost 
completely tied up. The strike is an 
extraordinary and interesting one from 
many standpoints. It involves: ques- 
tions closely connected with industrial 
and economical principles. For this rea- 
son it is of unusual importance. 

While there is not the slightest doubt 
of the perfect right of the men to quit 
work, the strike had no specific inden. 
tive, no special demands having been 
made or refused. Without any pre- 
liminary notice 12,000 workers went 
out and 30,000 more were idle before 
any demands had been formulateu. 
Thousands of others have been steadily 
leaving, before the manufacturers 
could have by any possibility had time

On the 
night that the strike began, a great 
surging mass of men and women work- 
ers gathered in Orchard Street in front 
of the Union’s headquarters. Inside 
the hall the Executive Committee of 
the Brotherhood sat in session. The 
crowd grew more and more impatient 
for the Committee’s decision. nally 
a window opened and William Cohen 
the Committee’s chairman, and now 
the head leader of the strike, looked 
down on the excited crowd. 

% Vas en wrong?” he cried out. 
.| “Strike! Strike! Order strike! was the 
reply shouted back from hundreds of 
throats. ‘‘Why would you strike now?“ 
called back Cohen. Lou have no de- 
mands x9 ready. Wait till we can all 
go togedder!"” 

A great yell, mingled with angry ex- 
ecrations followed this counsel, and 
the crowd below seemed to lose its rea- 
son. Men shook their fists at Cohen, 
women screamed curses and pandemo- 
nium. reigned supreme. Then came 
threats that they would break down 
the doors of the hall. This brought 
out the Executive Committee, who 
tried to reason with them. The mo- 
ment they appeared, each committee- 
man was seized and mobbed by the 
crowd. Mingled with curses were cries 
of Lynch them, kill them if they don’t 
order a strike!” After a pummelling 
from the enfuriated Hebrews, Cohen 
and his associates escaped back into 
the hall and instantly signed the order 
for a strike, A newspaper which is 
the organ of the strikers says: 


“The decision was not arrived at by the ord- 
inary processes of reasoning. It was a wave of 
popular sentiment, which culminated in an over- 
whelming and tless desire to order this 
- 1 once. By 1 Uke — tele- 
graphy, a process of te thy. apparen ly, this 
idea spread all over the side. 


The fundamental object of the strike 
is the abolition of the sweat shop sys- 
tem. Wilham Cohen, tre leader, thus 
defines it in a notice to the press: 


“The men were di iven to strike by starvation 
wages and the strike was an absolute necessity. 
‘The task work system, against which the union 
has been fighting for years, was again in full 
blast. Men had to work fourteen and sixteen 
hours out of the twenty-four to earn $3, $4 and 
$5 a week, and matters were growing worse and 
worse.“ 


The demands as formulated by the 
strikers’ executive committee, specify 
that fifty nine hours shall constitute a 
week's work, that only union hands 
shall be employed, and that weekly 
wages instead ot piece rates shall be 
paid. Several contractors have already 
acceeded to these reasonable demands. 
One of them has increased the wages 
of his employees 20 per. cent., fixed the 
hours of work at nine per day, and 
substituted weekly wages for the old 
system. 

There is no more awful feature of 
the industrial world than the “sweat- 
ing system.” Few forms of slavery 
have been more horrible. The sweat 
shop is little better than slow death to 
us inmates. Its workers must engage 
in a constant ard desperate struggle to 
maintuin a meagre support of them- 
selves and their families, For hour 
after hour of a long and weary day

Since December first of last year the 
entire first issue of the company’s 
to $1,000,000, has 
been placed, the majority of the 
shares having been taken by small 
investors. Each share is ten dollars 
and there are 410 shareholders. Of 
this numer 300 own fifty shares or less 
each and 185 own ten shares or less.

When persons meet each 
other on a bridge or road, travelling with 
carriages, wagons, carts, sleds, sleighs or 
other vehicles, each person shall seasona- 
bly drive his carriage or other vehicle to 
the right of the middle of the traveled 
part of such bridge or road, so that their 
respective carriages or other vehicles 
may pass each other without N 

Section 2. The driver of a age or 
other vehicle ing @ carriage or other 
vehicle travelling in the same. direction. 
shall drive to the left of the middle o 
the travelled part of the bridge or road; 
and if the bridge or road is pf sufficient 
width for the two vehicles to pees, the 
driver of the leading one shall not wil- 
fully obstruct the same.
